Lee - Your location sounds like it is well suited for a vertical antenna. 
But a lot depends on the type of operating you do as to what is the best 
choice. 


A dipole close to the ground can have high losses. You might try a DK9SQ or 
Black Widow to get additional height and erect a dipole as an inverted vee. 
If I were you, I would try with a single band inverted vee. 20 M, 30 M, or 
40 M should all be good tests of an antenna site. If that works out well you 
might add additional dipole legs in parallel. 


The same center supports can also be used to support simple wire verticals. 
You will need a good radial system, even with a salt water ground. You can 
also start with single band wires. Use a quarter wavelength to start with. 
Wes Hayward published a simple maching network for a 40/20 antenna using a 
33 ft vertical around 1977 in QST:

L and C1 are set to resonante at 40 M and to have an inductive reactance at 
20 M. This inductive reactance and C2 form an L network om 20 M to match the 
high impedance of the half wave wire. On 40 M LC1 form an effective short 
circuit, and the effect of C2 is small enough to be negligible. Wes gives 
some values in his article, but you can figure these out for your self with 
some basic math and understanding of LC circuits, or start with variable Cs 
and L and twiddle until things work. (Empirical method) 


If you want to go with a commercial vertical, you should look for the 
vertical test done by Champion Products. It is $15

I should have read with care the ARRL Field Day package but I am 
getting with it today...:-( I can't say if there are any changes in the 
rules because I don't recall what they were. But here are some easy 
things to consider. 


Class A: Any number of transmitters and operators. 

Class A:Battery: Any number of transmitters and operators. 5 W 
Class B: Up to 2 transmitters and two operators. 

Class B:Battery: Up to 2 transmitters and 2 operators 5 W. 


If you read further you see that Class B battery is a QRP station 
operating in the field, much like the QRP contests we hold every year 
throughout the year. 


So WF5A and I have decided to compete in the 2Bbattery class. We 

have 2 FT-817 radios and 2 88 foot dipoles and now 2 10 foot extensions 
for our cigar lighter so we can use the car battery if the small Radio 
Shack battery poops out. These 10 foot extensions cost $3.69 at Wal Mart 
today in Las Cruces, NM. 


>From What I have seen most FD groups are two guys so Class B is 
best. If your going to be three or more you should use XAbattery where X 
is the number of transmitters. That is an interesting QRP class.

Class A: Any number of transmitters and operators. 

Class A:Battery: Any number of transmitters and operators. 5 W 
Class B: Up to 2 transmitters and two operators. 

Class B:Battery: Up to 2 transmitters and 2 operators 5 W. 


If you read further you see that Class B battery is a QRP station 
operating in the field, much like the QRP contests we hold every year 
throughout the year. 


So WF5A and I have decided to compete in the 2Bbattery class. We 

have 2 FT-817 radios and 2 88 foot dipoles and now 2 10 foot extensions 
for our cigar lighter so we can use the car battery if the small Radio 
Shack battery poops out.

Robert, you remind me of a similar story. Around 1980 I was fairly new 
to ham radio. I was working in a Radio Shack store in Duncan, OK. 

The co-owners were my Elmers. One slow day, one of the owners brought 
his Drake TR4CW to work. It had an intermittent receive problem that 
he had been chasing for a while. He took the covers off, set it up on 
the counter, stuck a short piece of wire in the antenna jack, and tune 
it to the CW portion of 20 meters. He turned the volume up just enough 
so that he could hear it, and left the rig running on the counter. By 
midafternoon 20 meters was open and several CW signals were faintly 
audible. 


An older gentleman who had been in the store for a while happened to 
walk by the counter. As he walked by the radio, the faint sounds of CW 
caught his attention. He stopped and looked around for the source of 
the sound. In a bit his eyes focused on the Drake. He said, "That 
sounds like Morse code." My boss explained that it was an amateur 
transceiver. That led to more questions and a lengthy conversation 
about amateur radio. With three hams working in the store, this was 
not an uncommon occurrence. During more than one such conversation, 
casual shoppers turned into customers and friends. 


During a lull in the conversation a curious thing happened. The man's 
eyes turned back to the radio on the counter. As he listened to the 
faint sounds coming from the speaker, a transformation came over him. 

In a few seconds he started reading the CW aloud. In a few minutes he 
was copying better than I could. It was the most amazing thing I had 
ever seen. Turned out he had been a CW operator in the Army Signal Corps 
in WWII. 


The man became a regular in the store, and a friend. In less than a 
month he passed his Novice exam. It troubles me that I can't remember 
his name or his call now. Not long after that, I moved and lost 
contact. But I still remember the look he got when he started copying 
that code. You could see it in his eyes. It was as if he suddenly got 
radar lock. He hadn't heard any code in nearly 40 years, but it came 
back to him in minutes. 


His name was Willard Morgan. I still don't remember what his call was 
back then, but his current call is NR5F, Extra Class. I am not 
surprised.

I'm with you, Scott, both on the un-necessary nature of QRO as a daily 
practice and the amazement of hams who never question it when they work me 
on QRP. But I'll say this: when I first got into the hobby, and was balking 
at the startup expense and having RFI problems in my apartment, I met an 
unbroken string of hams how swore up and down that unless I had at least 
100W forward, the hobby would be no fun, I'd get frustrated, and drop out. 


Imagine my surprise when I decided to indulge my longtime fascination with 
QRP. I got a cheap-o second hand MFJ monobander with lots of (ahem) 
personality, and from the moment I turned it on I was hooked. Boy, it was 
fun! 


So now I tell new hams and enquirers not to bother with the big rigs if they 
can't swing the expense or the RFI, or just if they don't want to invest 
that much in something they're not sure they'll like. I advise them to build 
a 5W monoband XCVR kit or buy a well-built one second hand, string a 
longwire to an antenna tuner, and have at it. 


There's nothing, absolutely nothing, like working a station a thousand miles 
away from your basement, running 5W on a handful of parts, into a wire 
hanging from a plant hook in the ceiling. Far from being a disappointment, 
it makes my big rig seem like a lot more than I really need.

Powers up ok, relay works fine 
but no output. Checked parts placement and orientation, solder connections, 
general wiring and all appears ok there. I measured voltages as per the 
table on the back page of the assemble manual and here's what I obtained.

So, there are some definite discrepancies. I thought something may be 
haywire in the RF input section but all of those parts check ok. Anyone see 
a pattern to these measurements that may point to the problem(s)? I hope 
the above data appears in a readable format.
